the military situation. The effect of 
this would be to impress the people of 
the United States with the idea that 
the Filipino insurrection could not be 
suppressed. | 

It is said the administration has ob- 
tained possession of some _ telegrams 
that were sent to the Philippines by 
people in this country for the purpose 
of creating a mutinous spirit among 
the volunteers, because they had not 
been sent home immediately after the 
declaration of peace between Spain and 
the United States. The administration, 
it is stated, does not contemplate prose- 
cuting the authors of this movement on 
a charge of treason, but rather desires 
to collect sufficient evidence to make 
their exposure complete. 

Gen. Otis recently telegraphed the 
War Department that the volunteers all 
wantedto remain in the Philippines 
while there was fighting to do. More 
recently there has been a change of 
sentiment among the volunteers, or at 
least it has been reported to the goy- 
ernment that they were dissatisfied and 
wanted to come home. It was hinted 
today that this dissatisfaction was to 
some extent traceable to a movement 
that had originated and was being 
carried on in this country.

NINE THOUSAND REGULARS HAVE 
BEEN SELECTED. 

Five Thousaad More Will Be Easy 

to at Mantia, on 

the Way and Ordered to Sail. 


‘Disposition of Forces. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.]. 

NEW YORK, April 21.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says that 
nearly nine thousand regulars of the 
14,000 that the President has deter- 
mined to order to Gen. Otis during the 
coming summer have been practically 
selected, and no difficulty is appre- 
hended by the War Department au- 
thorities in securing the remaining 5000 
by the time they are needed. 

The excellent outlook in Porto Rico 
and Cuba will, in all likelihood, permit 
the withdrawal of four more regiments 
from those islands before the summer 
is over, and the 5000 thus obtained will 
fill the requirements, either by being 
sent forward directly to Manila, or by 
relieving domestic garrisons for serv- 
ice across the Pacific. The lack of 
transportation facilities constitutes the 
greatest problem, but Gen. Otis fortun- 
ately does not reqltire more than 30,000 
troops during the summer, and by the 
time he does need the remaining five 
thousand they will be.ready for him, 
and the ships will be available to 
transport them. 

Adpt.-Gen. Corbin, upon whim de- 
volyes the responsibility of furnishing 
all the military forces required in the 
island, has prepared the folloWing tab- 
ulated statement which shows at a 
glance the troops at the disposal of 
Gen. Otis: 

Troops now at Manila: Third Artil- 
lery, four batteries, 120 men each, 480. 

Sixth Artillery, two batteries, 120 men 
each, 240; Fourth Cavalry, six troops, 


100 men each, 600; Third, Fourth, 
Twelfth, Seventeenth; Eighteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-second, Twenty- 


third Infantry, eight regiments of 1378 
men each, 11,024; Fourteenth Infantry, 
ten companies and band, 1144; total 
‘number of men, 13,488. 

Troops now at sea: Ninth Infantry, 

1378: Twenty-first. Infantry, 1378; three 
batteries of light artillery, 360; six bat- 
teries of Sixth Artillery, 960; total num- 
ber of men, 4076. 
“~-Troops ordered ‘to Thirteenth~ 
Infantry, April 27, 1378; Sixth Infantry, 
about May 5, 1378; Sixteenth Infantry, 
about May 7, 1378; total number of men, 
4134: grand total, 21,698. 

Following the departure of _ these 
three regiments, abou recruits 
now gathernig at San Francisco, must 
next be transported to Manila to fill 
the regiments already in the Philip- 
pines to their full complement of 1378 
in the case of infantry, and of 1600 in 
the case of artillery. After this is ac- 
complished, which is not expected to be 
much earlier than the middle of June, 
the 9000 additicnal troops, consisting 
of three regiments of infantry, two of 
artillery, one of cavalry and two extra 
companies of the Fourteenth Infantry, 
soon to be relieved in Alaska, will be 
under orders to follow. These regi- 
ments, acocrding to the present inten- 
tion, are: 

Twenty-first Infantry (colored,) 1378; 
Eleventh Infantry. 1378: Seventh Artil- 
lery, 1680: Seventh Infantry, 12°78: 
Fourth Cavalry, six troops, 689: First 
Artillery, 1680: Fourteenth Infantry, 
two companies, 299; total, 8373. 

The First Artillery will be equipped 
as infantry, though possibly one of 
the batteries will be furnished with 
field pieces. Like its light batteries, 
which have already been ordered to 
Menila, the heavy batteries of this 
regiment are. distributed along the 
South Atlantic and Gulf coasts. They 
will be relieved by a rearrangement of 
the other five artillery regiments, and 
as in the case of the posts left by the 
Seventh Artillery, modified detach- 
ments will take care cf the valuable 
guns and cther property.

One of the Slickest Schemes Ever 
Worked and How Ensily it Was: 
Done—Promoter Has Gene’ to 
Congenital Parts Unknown.

NEW YORK, April 21.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The World says that Dr. 
H. Hogelsburg caught in his expensive: 
little Weall-street game over 400 
would-be investors, scattered all over 
the country. San Francisco, Los Ange- 
les and other California cities. and Chi- 
cago, Cleveland and Louisville are 
about the heaviest losers. 

Fifteen months ago Dr. Hogelsburg 
came here from Wilmington, where he 
had a practice ®as an  oculist. and 
opened his brokerage business. He was 
the head and front of the Investors’ 
Guarantee and Trust Company, which 
had handsomely-appointed offices in 
the Lords Court building, Exchange 
Place and William street. 

The concern was labelled as a stock, 
grain and provision brokerage corpora- 
tion, and was incorporated under the 
laws of West Virginia, with a capital 
of $1,000,000. The company pretended 
to dealin ¢he very highest class of divi- 
dend-paying securities «and promised 
returns of not less than 1 per cent. a 
month. 7 

The Investors’ Guarantee Company 
advertised extensively in the out-of- 
town papers, and customers came ina 
flood. They sent money for invest- 
ment ranging in amounts from $200 to 
$2000, and the company’s books showed 
the names of 400 customers. All names 
are at present withheld, pending fur- 
ther investigation. 

Saturday iast the doctor and. his 
charming wife, who acted as his aman- 
uensis, completely disappeared. Ru- 
mors placed them in Europe. Before 
his disappearance, however, Hogels- 
burg addressed a circular to all his cus- 
tomers to the effect that the company 
(himself) was entirely destitute, 
through no fault of his own. The cir- 
cular was very optimistic, Hogelsburg 
declaring that full restitution would 
be made shortly. The scheme itself 
was one of the slickest of the kind 
ever disclosed. It is supposed that 
Hogelsburg got away with at least 
$500,000, if not more, and this mostly

Crowd Yells for Joy and Tries to 
Carry the Statesman on 
Their Shoulders.

Datrict Attorney Says There aré 
Three Indictments Against the 
Ex-Semator Pending Yet, 
Opinions Differ. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
PHILADELPHIA, April 21.--Matthew 
Stanley Quay was declared by a jury 
of his peers to be not guilty of the 
charge of conspiring to use”for his 
own unlawful gain and profit the funds 
of the State of Pennsylvania, depos- 


This verdict was announced by the 
foreman of the jury just as the hands 
of the courtroom timepiece pointed to 
11 o'clock. 

The rule regarding admission that 
has prevailed since the tial began 
was strictly adhered to, and nobody 
got by the line of watchmen guard- 
ing the corrider who was not provided 
with a ticket. As a result of this ar- 
rangement,” only about half the seats 
were occupied when the verdict was 
rendered. An attempt at a demon- 
stration was sternly repressed by the 
court officers, whose loud shouts of 
“order” and “silence” were effective 
in quieting those jubilant spirits who 
wished to give vent to their satisfac- 
tion by cheering. 

The officers awere unable, however, 
to keep back those who struggled to 
get to ex-Senator Quay and congratu- 
late him. Chairs were upset, tables were 
brushed aside and hats were smashed 
by the on-rushing crowd. Ex-Senator 
Quay. with a broad smile on his face, 
responded pleasantly to the greetings 
and congratulations of those who 
crowded around. A few of his political 
friends were there, and these men 
were loud and sincere in their expres- 
sions. 

Although the court officers pre- 
vented the cheering in the courtroom, 
their jurisdiction did not extend to 
the corridors of the City Hall and the 
first group of men who left the court- 
room sent up a mighty shout, which 
was taken up and repeated by the 
crowds gathered just outside’ the 
“dead line’ drawn by the watchmen, 
beyond which only possessors of tick- 
ets were allowed to pass. As soon as 
ex-Senator Quay could get away from 
those anxious to shake his hand and 
congratulate him, he made his way, 
accompanied by his counsel, to the 
elevator to descend to the street from 
— sixth floor of the municipal build- 
neg. 

Here the scenes in the courtroom 
were repeated. Everybody wanted to 
say something pleasant to him, and 
crowds gathered near the elevator 
shaft on each floor to watch the car 
carrying the distinguished party as 
it descended to the street. The ave- 
nue surrounding the City Hall is wide 
and smooth, and the neighborhood is 
the stamping und for the politicians 
of the town. ere the enthusiasm was 
immense as the ex-Senator emerged 
from the door of the building. A group 
of enthusiasts rushed forward and at- 
tempted to hoist him onto their 
shoulders, but the ex-Senator waived 
them back, saying, “Oh, no! Oh,. no! 
I'm too old a man for that.” 

Ex-Senator Quay walked with his 
friends one block down Broad street 
to the office of his counsel, where he 
made his escape from the surging 
crowd. It is understood that he will 
at once join his family in Washing- 
ton, and will probably go away for 
a long rest. 

Previous to the announcement of the 
verdict, the accused man sat in his ac- 
customed geat in the courtroom and 
chatted with counsel and a group of 
reporters. He was in good spirits, prob- 
ably owing to the prevalent rumor that 
only one of the jurors was holding out 
against him. He looked well, and said 
that he felt better than he had for some 
months, When the jurymen had taken 
their seats in the bex the Senator turned 
and half faced them. The stereotyped 
“How say you, gentlemen of the jury: 
do you find the prisoner at the bar 
guilty or not guilty?" brought promptly 
from the foreman’s lips the words: 

“Not guilty.” 

At this point Ex-Senator Quay’s face 
flushed, and he seemed momentarily as 
if about to be overcome by the feeling 

- of emotion that was surging over him. 
This was only for an instant, however, 
and the great political leader was him- 
self again, as he smilingly responded to 
the congratulations that were being 
heaped upon him. 

Ex-Senator Quay did not look at the 
jury at all, or in any way express grat- 
itude for their verdict in his favor. His 
friends, however, surrounded the jurors, 
patted them on the back and told them 
what heroes they were. 

Ex-Senator Quay’s only comment on 
the verdict was: ““Well, I expected it.” 

The case went to the jury at 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, and four ballots 
were taken before the final decision was 
reached. 

After the crowd left the courtroom, 
Dist.-Atty. Rothermel was questioned 
regarding the remaining indictments. 
He said there are three still pending, 


would be regarding them. The indict- 
ments charge Ex-Senator Quay with 
conspiracy with Hopkins and Haywood, 
as he was in the one under which he 


In the remaining indictment he is 
charged with conspiracy jointly with 
his son, Richard R. Quay. This charge 
grew out of the loan of $100,000 to the 
young Quay, obtained through a de- 
posit of that much of the State money 
in the People’s Bank. Ex-Senator 
Quay’s lawyers say the District Attor- 
ney picked out the indictment on which 
he could make the best case for the 
trial just concluded, and he will not 
dare bring the Ex-Senator to the bar 
again. 

Political friends of Ex-Senator Quay 
are urging him to bring crimind! prose- 
cutions against those enemies. who, 
they claim, are being the prosecution, 
but Ex-Senator Quay will not indicate 


what his course in this respect may be..

The case which terminated today, un- 
like previous accusations, was founded 
exclusively upon documentary proof in 
his own handwriting and that of his 
friends and confederates.

Miss Brunot came to this city on a 
visit about April 1. It is said she 
brought with her a valise containing 
a draft for $500 and other valuables. 


A few days 
later Henry Brunot and Sibley dis- 
appeared. The police learned that the 
two went to Indianapolis where they, 
it is said, cashed a draft for $500 and 
spent the proceeds. .On the strength 
of this clew and a letter from Indian- 
apolis friends inquiring for Miss Bru- 
not, the three inhabitants of the Bru- 
not farm were arrested at 2 o’clock 
this morning.

INCHES FROM DANGER. 


Considerable Damage Done on the 
Lowlands Around Omaha—Pack- 
ing Houses Threatened — The 
Water Will Continue Upward, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS, NIGHT REPORT. ] 


OMAHA (Neb.,) April 21—The Mis- 
souri River is now within less than a 
foot of the danger point here, and is 
steadily rising at. the rate of about 
eight inches in twenty-four hours. 
Weather Bureau reports hold out no 
encouragement for an immediate im- 
provement, and the rise will probably 
continue until Sunday, if not longer. 
This will take the water above the 
danger line, and will cause some 108s 
of property on the bottoms. 

A dozen families residing in East 
Omaha were driven out today, and to- 
night the water stands eighteen inches 
on the floors of their houses. The 
stream that broke through from Flor- 
ence Lake to Cut Off Lake last night is 
now fifty feet wide, several feet deep, 
and is tearing away great banks of 
earth. It follows the old course of the 
river near the Nebraska shore, and a 
rise of another foot would make it a 
raging torrent. On the other side to- 
day several feet of Illinois Central 
grading was washed out, and a large 
amount of government riprapping de- 
stroyed. 

Railroad men are anxiously watching 
the situation, and have squads of men 
stationed at each bridge. A force of 
100 men has been at work all day 
strengthening the embankments at the 
south end of Florence Lake, but the 
water carries matter away as fast as.it 
is thrown on. The tracks of the Omaha 
Terminal Company at this point are 
submerged for several hundred feet, 
and boys. stand on the rails and spear 
fish as they are brought down by the 


current.

We dragged her out on 
the porch, threw her into a wheelbar- 
row, and Sibley wheeled her to the 
well and dumped her in, head first. We 
then built a platform a few feet be- 
low the surface of the ground and 
filled it with earth. My mother had 
nothing to do with the murder. Our 
object was robbery. We thought that 
‘Aunt Jane’ had money on her.”’ 

Sibley later made a confession, cor- 
roborating that of Brunot. Brunot de- 
nied that his mother and himself 
poisoned their father three years ago 
to obtain his insurance. Both Sibley 
and Brunot denied all knowledge of 
the murder of Widow McIntyre . in 
Flatham district, two months ago.

Modesto wife-murderer, who attempted. 


to exterminate his whole family in De- 
eember, 1897, paid the. penalty for his 
crime this ‘morning at San Quentin 
prison with his life...Contrary to ex-. 
pectation, Owens bore up strongly un- 
der the trying ordeal. ‘ 

The execution had been set for 10:30 
o'clock, but it was four minutes later 
when the condemned man entetfed the 
gallows room, walking with a firm 
steady step between two guards of the 
death watch; Frank Abograst, the new 
hangman at .the prison, and Charles 
Merritt. The trio were preceded by 
Father Logan, who was offering the last 
prayer for the condémned man. — 

Owens mounted the thirteen steps of 
the gallows without assistance from the 
guard, and took his place forward of 
the trap through which he was to drop 
a minute later. In a clear and meas- 
used voice, with distinct enunciation, 

‘he spoke a few words to the spéctators 


‘who had gathered to witness the last | 


tragic event in the desperate carpen- 


In admitting his guilt, he said: 
killed my wife, a woman that I loved. 
‘I am going to my God with love in my 
heart for her. I was not in my right 
mind when I took my wife's life, as my 
God and heaven knows.” 

Owens acknowledged the murder of 
his wife without a tremor in his voice, 
and did not say that he regretted the 
deed. His speech was made in a mono- 
tone, and had evidently been committed 
to memory. He'‘conecluded with a-fare- 
well to his hearers. 

At the conclusion of his talk, Owens 
stepped backward upon trap. 
Hangman Abograst slipped the black 
cap over his head, and quickly adjusted 
the noose, and: gave-a signal for the 
three strings to be cut which would 
drop the murderer into eternity. The 
drop was five feet four inches, and 
Owens’s neck was:broken by the fall. 

THE MURDERER’S CRIME. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


SAN QUENTIN, April 21.—George C. 
Owens was convicted. of having mur- 


dered his wife at Modesto in December, | 


1897. As a result of much infelicity, 
Mrs. Owens had sued ‘her husband’ for 
divorce and had gone-¢o live with her 
daughter, a Mrs. Tiedmann. December 
13, 1897, Oavens went to Mrs. Tiedmann’s 
house and begged his wife to return to 
her home. She refused and he dréw 
a revolver and shot her to death. He 
shot once at Mrs. Tiedmann, inflicting 
a slight wound. .She ran away, and he 
then turned the revolver upon him- 
self, but did no serious injury. 

He was sentenced to be hanged in 
May last, but appealed to the Supreme 
Court and the appeal acted as a stay. 
* decision affirming the lower court’s 
judgment was recently hanced down. 
The Governor: refused ‘to grant execu- 
tive clemency. 


BODIES IN A BOAT. 


Contorted Limbs Show Nine Men Per- 
ished in Awful Agony. 

' [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 21.—The 
steamer City of Para, from Central 
American ports, brings details of an 
ocean tragedy. While the vessel was 
at Corinto an open boat containing 
the remains of nine men, who perished 
mionths ago, drifted ashore there. The 
bodies were horribly emaciated, and 
fhe manner in which their limbs were 
contorted showed that they must have 
died in terrible agony. Not a drop of 
water and not a particle of food was 
in the boat.

Jt wags never seen again, 
until it floated into Corinto Harbor.

RAPELJI THE KILLER. 


Only Onie at the Inquest Connected 
h Death.

FRESNO, April 21.—At the Coroner’s 
inquest this morning over the bodies of 


the dead Chinamen, Hi Rapelji was. 


placed on the stand, and swore that he 
had killed Leohg Tung and that Wong 
Duck, who is charged with the crime, is 
innocent.

The Chinamen who were expected to 
testify that Hop Lee had kiled one man 
did not materialize. Outside of Ra- 
pelji's testimony, nothing new was 
brought out. The inquest was com- 
pleted at 1 o'clock. 

Hop Lee, who, it is alleged, is the 
leader of the local highbinders, was re- 
leased from jail last night on $500 bonds. 
Since Hop Lee has been liberated, a 
number of merchants in Chinatown 
have left for San Francisco or other 
points for fear of another outbreak. 

A NILES MYSTERY.

NILES, April 21.—Last Saturday 
about § o’clock in the evening a China- 
man was killed by highbinders at San 
José.

Sunday came 
and went, but the team has. not been 


| returned. 


Monday Barnard drove to San José to 
trace them up. He found a trace of 
them at Milpitas, and learned that the 
four men had gone on to San José, 
where they were swallowed up in the 
maze of the San José Chinatown. Con- 
stable Roderick has also been hunting 
them to get thé rig back, but without 
success. The supposition is that the 
four men committed the San José 
murder, and then went on to Fresno, 
which town they had ample time to 
reach in time to’assist in the big mur- 
ders. Officer Roderick left this morn- 
ing for the south to try and get ao 
clew of them. The team is valued 
about £200. 

This promises to be an important 
clew that may lead to the arrest of the 
highbinders. Barnard had furnished a 
very eccurate description of the men to 
the officers in San Francisco, and has 
sent notices all over the country_in 
hopes of having them caught. The 
Chinese were dressed in American 
clothes of fine make, and wore skull 
caps such as Chinese usually wear.

HANDWRITING CRITICS.

ARMY AND BEEF STINK. 


COURT TOC INVESTIGATE A COURT 
TO BE CALLED FOR, 


Gen. Miles is Mad and Expects to 
Make it Hot for Somebody if 
the Beef Inquiry Finding Turus 
Out to Be Adverse.

Two dead bodies were found at once,

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THE ANTI-CARTOON ACT. 

A correspondent, whose communica- 
tion is printed elsewhere in today’s is- 
sue of Tun TIMFS, makes a plausible 
defense of the  anti-cartoon law 
enacted atthe recent session of the 
Legislature. His defense of that méas- 
ure is evidently inspired by the sin- 
cerest of motives, and he undoubtedly 
makes as strong a-plea in behalf of 
the law as can be made. Such be- 
ing the case, his communication is en- 


titled to respectful consideration. 


The burden of the correspondent’s 
argument is that the cartoonist Often

It is beyond denial that great injus- 
tice is sometimes done by means of 
the cartoon. Oftentimes, indeed, a 
man is as clearly libeled by a pic- 
torial representation as by written 
words. It may be that our laws re- 
lating to libel are not sufficiently 
stringent. They may néed amending 
so as to include more minutely the 
unjust libeling of an individual by 


means of pictorial representations. 
This is a matter which properly comes 
within the purview of the Legisla- 


ture. There would be no complaint 
from reputable newspapers if a law 
were enacted extending the definition 
of libelous matter so as to include, 
specifically, the publication of car- 
toons so brutal and unjust as to be 
plainly outside the pale of legitimate 
criticism. It would be extremely diffi- 
cult to draw the line in such cases, 


| but a law could probably be enacted 


which would serve to do away, in 
Some degree, with the undoubted evil 
of libelous cartoons. 

At all events, there is not much 
doubt of the unconstitutionality of 
the anti-cartoon act of the California 
Legislature. The author of the meas- 
ure obviously overstepped the con- 
stitutional limit in his desire to “get 
even with the newspapers.” 


_ MAKING A MISTAKE. 

Those German-Americans who, ac- 
cording to a recent dispatch.from Chi- 
cago, have formed'or are forming an 
organization with the avowed  pur- 
pose of “opposing an alliance of the 
United States with any other power,” 
are making a serious mistake. The 
seriousness of their mistake lies not 
so much in the fact of their organiza- 
tion as in the fact that they are or- 
ganizing as “German-Americans.” As 
they enjoy the 
privilege of organizing for any legiti- 
mate purpose—and the ostensible pur- 
pose of the organization in question is 
certainly legitimate. But there should 
be no such factors in American citi- 
zenship as “German - Americans,” 
“Irish-Americans,” or any other 
Americans of the hyphenated variety. 
Every person who claims the ‘honor 
and enjoys the benefits of American 
citizenship, should be content to be 
simply a plain American, without 
frills. 

The foreigner who renounces allegi- 
ance to his mother country and 
pledges himself to bear the responsi- 
bilities and to discharge the duties of 
American citizenship, should leave all 
his old-world prejudices behind. If 
he cannot altogether forget the at- 
tachments of his native land, he 
should at least put them. aside so far 
as to leave him untrammeled jin his 
new relations. So soon as he takes 
the oath of allegiance to the United 
States, he should become, in spirit, as 
well as in fact, an American citizen, 
with all that the term implies. 

There is a well-defined difference of 
opinion among the American people as 
to the advisabilty of our entering into 
any alliance, express or implied, with 
a foreign power. American citizens 
have a right. to express their opin- 
ions freely on this question.

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| ABAD MATTER MADE WORSE. 


The esteemed editor of the Herald 
merely made a quite common error 
when he used the word “avocationss 
for “vocations,” but he makes him- 
self ridiculous when he attempts to 
justify himself in such use of the 
word. His warping of the diction- 
aries to sustain himself is far less 
justifiable than his first error. 

-Thé Webster’s dictionary in use in 
the Times office—and it bears as its 
frontispiece a picture of the  im- 
mortal Noah, and on its title page 
the imprint of G. and C,. Merriam— 
says, under the word ‘‘avocation,” 
“the use of this word for vocation is 
very improper.” The Standard Dic- 
tionary says: ‘“Avocation—(1.) That 
which takes one from his regular 
calling; a minor or irregular occupa- 


tion,” ete. “(2.)  One’s regular em- 
ployment; business; vocation. Im- 
proper but common usage.’ The Cen- 


tury Dictionary says, after giving 
other definitions: ‘A person’s regular 
business or occupation; vocation; call- 
ing. [An improper though common 
use of the word.]’”’ Under this defini- 
tion, as illustrating this error, it 
quotes the passage from Macaulay 
cited by the Herald: “In a few hours 
above 30,000 men left his standard, 
and returned to their ordinary avoca- 
tions.” 

The quotation -which the Herald 
credits to the Standard Dictionary, 
“The plural, avocations, very anoma- 
lously, inverts, in most cases, the ac- 
cepted signification of the singular,” 
is quoted from Hall’s “Modern Eng- 
lish,’”’ and is not indorsed by the dic- 
tionary. 

To say that the plural as used by 
the Herald “inverts the signification” 
is absurd. The meaning was the 
vocation of each member of the staff. 
It would have been better to ac- 
knowledge the minor. fault than to 
commit the greater one of deliber- 
ately teaching erroneous diction. 


It is gratifying to hear Capt. F. A. 
Kendall, president of the Board of 
Education of Cleveland, O., say that 
“California schools are the best in the 
country,” but his statement should not 
be accepted as settling the question. 
California’s schools are excellent, but 
the curse of overteaching, of attempt- 
ing too much in the way of educating 
the young, is upon this State as, the 
other States of the Union. What is 
needed in our schools is a simplifica- 
tion of methods, a _ reduction in 
the number of books lugged to 
school by pupils and more common- 
sense learning, instead of rote-learn- 
ing. No boy or girl should be com- 
pelled to study at home in order to 
keep up with his or her classes, and 
the number of studies should be re- 
duced to a minimum instead of being 
expanded to a maximum, in order to 
achieve the best results: Education, 
as~we have it in our public schools, 
is an attempt to cover a too large 
area, the result being that nothing is 
learned thoroughly. A return to first 
principles in the common schools of 
the country is one of the urgent needs 
of the times.

The Mission Indians. 
WILLIAM PABLO, Banning: In the 
issue of your paper of April 16, atten- 
tion was called to an article on “he 
Mission Indians. Among other things 
I noticed the following statements: 

“So long as the government gives as 
everything, many of our people do not 
try to help themselves. The _ rising 
generations will be many paces in ad- 
vance of their parents.” “As wards of 
the government they have been carried 
as babes in arms.” 

In answér to these statements allow 
me to say that the government has 
never furnished any rations to the Mis- 
sion Indians; they have always been 
self-supporting, but owing to the 
drought of the last four years, and 
that the choicest lands 
away from them, they 
sked for help and ra- 
for the sick, old, disabled men 
and avomen, This help has been refused 
repeatedly, especially lately, owing, no 
@oubt, to reports sent to Washington 
similar to the insinuations ‘made in 
your article. | 

There are many poor, sick, old In- 
dians, and the gevernment ought to 
help them. Indians able to work have 
helped themselves, and will help them- 
selves. The rising generation will not 
be many paces in advance of their par- 
ents. The boys and girls, who are and 
have been in the schools avill know 
how to read, write and work in num- 
bers; they may have a better education, 
but up to date not one of them has 
settled down on reservation for 
practical work. Our old men learned 
how to plant and cultivate trees and 
orchards; they know lots of practical 
work. And, given a fair chance, tried 
to support themselves. We first wish 
to see and to experience what the ris- 
ing generation will do at home; then 
ave may count the paces they will be 
ahead of the old members of our tribes. 

The government has done much for 
the Indians, but it has done very little 
for the Mission Indians; and whilst we 
do not want ¢o find fault in any way 
with our agent and his associates, and 
must say that it would be more just 
to say that ‘the teachers, land agents, 
surveyors and officials in the Indian 
service are the ones who have had and 
have a good chance, and are carried as 
babies in arms. Alone, the money paid 
for land agents would be sufficient to 
buy the finest farm and dwelling for 
each Indian, man, woman and child. 
We hope and pray that the government 
will never carry us as babes in arms, 
but also that the meddling and inter- 


| fering in our own matters on the part 


of notoriety-seeking people will stop, 
and that our Indian agent, Hon. L. A. 
Wright, will not be influenced by out- 
siders. The Mission Indians will al- 
ways be loyal and law-abiding Indfans, 
and any favor done to us in assisting us 
will be gratefully accepted and highly 
appreciated. 


The Anti-Cartoon Law, 


W. W. RINER, Los Angeles: To be 
perfectly candid, do you not think that 
after all the Legislature, however 
faulty, took a step in the right direc- 
tion when it passed the “anti-cartoon”’ 
law? No doubt the step was an ex- 
treme one, but if moderated would it 
not be all right? Why should not pub- 
lic men be shielded from the unscrupu- 
ious cartoonists? A cartoon portrays a 
man as a robber, a fool, a hog, a donkey. 
etc., ad libitum, because that man has 
contrary political or religious views, 
and it seems to me as radically wrong. 
It begets contempt: for the brightest 
and best men of the day, for when one 
is dragged in the mud some of the slime 
clings to him. For example, the Presi- 
dent, a man whom the American people 
chose as their leader, is posed before 
the public in all kinds of ridiculous 
ways, lowering him in the minds of 
the young as well as old; their rever- 
ence for a conscientious and noble man 
who is broad and capable is impaired, 
they receiving the impression that Mr. 
McKinley is insincere, or incompetent 
or a rascal. It is notably an age of 
irreverence, and is .the cartoonist not 
very much responsible for it? The 
Youth’s Companion, in commenting on 
the California law, says in part: 

“The cartoon malignantly used is as 
vicious a weapon as the bludgeon of 
the assassin. The victim has no ade- 
quate way by which he can defend him- 
self. If he attempts to find a way fur- 
ther assault follows. The caricature 
also offers the deadliest form of libel, 
and the subject of it may have no re- 
dress. The people can very well-accept 
the loss of entertainment and the good 
that sometimes comes of the cartoon, in 
view of the fact that its use is abused, 
and is so often a source of evil.” 

The cartoon may be more potent than 
columns of. printed vituperation, since 
at a glance the reader has presented to 
him the lowest conception of the vic- 
tim as skillfully depicted by the car- 
toonist. 

The libel laws were not sufficient pro- 


tection as evidenced by the great liberty | 


taken by some of the cartoonists of this 
State. It seems to me a liberty so con- 
stantly abused as has been cartooning 
should be hedged safeguard 
o men of hongr and piety. 

. This is not a criticism of The Times, 
but’of the assumption of the press that 
the law is wholly and unqualifiedly 
wrong.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—The report 
coming from Shanghai, via London, 
that another German war vessel has 
been ordered to Samoa was received 
with interest by the officials here, 
though no particular importance was 
attached by them to the report, the 
opinion being expressed that the Ger- 
man government was simply making 
an addition to its naval representation 
in Samoa, so as to equal that of Great 
Britain, a step she has a right to take 
because of her large commercial inter- 
ests there. 

From the German point of view the 
dispatch of another war vessel to Sa- 
moa would be entirely consistent with 
the maintenance of Germany’s prestige 
in the island group, where her material 
interests are greater than those of 
other nations represented there. These, 
it is claimed, have been endangered by 
recent happenings to the prejudice of 
the country. Such an act, a German 
diplomat said tonight, could not he 
construed as unfriendly to the inter- 
ests of this government, nor as a men- 
ace to existing conditions. Germany at 
this time has only one war vessel at 
Apia, while Great Britain has two and 
the United States one. The suggestion 
was made in German official quarters 
some days ago that additional vessels 
“might ‘be sent to Apia. 

The report that an extra supply of 
ammunition would be embarked at 
Kiao-Chou is suggested by this diplo- 
mat as probably a malicious invention, 
Secretary Long said tonight that the 
Navy Department had no information 
of the kind contained in the dispatch, 
but even if i¢ were true, he said, he 
did not attach any importance to it. 


‘GEORGE TRIAL CLOSING. 


DEFENSE HAS NOT MANY MORE 
WITNESSES ON HAND. 


Accused Woman’s Young Son Tells 
What He Observed Regarding 
His Mother and Saxton — Mrs. 
Klinger Gives Her Testimony, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CANTON (O.,) April 21.—When court 
adjourned last night, it was thought 
that the trial of Mrs. Annie E. George 
for the murder of George D. Saxton 
would soon be concluded, as the de- 
fense is not likely to examine many 
‘more of the witnesses that have been 
subpoenaed. The cross-examination of 
Miss Lizzie Miller about seeing a man 
coming from the Althouse residence 
after the shooting of Saxton did not 
weaken the new element that her tes- 
timony has brought into the defense. 

The testimony of Newton George, 
aged 17 years, made a touching’ close 
to the session last evening. He told 
about. witnessing the relations be- 
tawveen his mother and Saxton, how he 
was given presents and sent to bed, 
about his mother sitting in Saxton’s 
lap, and often receiving flowers and 
presents. 

Joseph Eckroat, husband of the wvo- 
that she had seen 
Mrs. George in the act of firing two 
shots into Saxton’s body, was called to 
the stand today. He testified that his 
wife had been using a white powder 
presumed‘ to be morphine, for the past 
twelve years. He said it made he 
drowsy and irritable. 

E. J. Schlabach, druggist, testified 
to having sold an eight-ounce bottle of 
morphine to Mrs. Eckroat at intervals 
of a week or two. Harry Taylor testi- 
fied to Mrs. George and Saxton going’ 
to Allegheny in March, 1896. 

Fred P. Shanfelt and Alex Gardener, 
druggists, testified to selling morphine 
to Mrs. Eckroat. 

Former tenants of Saxton’s farm tes- 
tified to Mrs. George going with Sax- 
ton to the farm a number of times. 

Miss Alice Mandbaugh testified to 
having seen Mrs. Althouse enter the 
Saxton block in 1896. 

Miss Florence B. Klinger testified to 
passing Saxton on his way west at 
5:55 o’clock on the evening of his death. 
At 6:25 o’clock she said Mrs. George 
came to her home on Marion street and 
remained until 8:10 o’clock, when she 
left. These hours constitute an alibi, it 
being practically a physical impossibil- 
ity to have been at the Atlhouse resi- 
dence at the hour of the shooting and 
at the Klinger home at 6:25 o'clock.

The Arti-Expansion View Fairly 
Stated. 


{London Spectator:] With regard tc 
American persistence, the evidence is a 
little contradictory, but we believe the 
following to be very nearly the truth 
There is no doubt that a powerful 
party, which draws its voters from both 
the great old parties, and is led by 
some of the best men in the States, is 


entirely opposed to the permanent re-- 


tention of the Philippines. The mem- 
bers use all manner of arguments, one 
being that the Filipinos have a right 


to their own country, another that war | 


stops progress, and a third that their 
nine millions of negroes are quite 
enough “burden” for the “white 
to carry; but their real feeling is, we 
believe, to be stated in other terms 
They hate departing from their ideal, 
which is an industrial republic, with- 
out debts, armies or powerful individ. 
ualities, devoted to the welfare of the 
masses, and, while ready to defend it- 
self, still managed in the abstract upon 
Quaker principles. They wish to see 
the people devote themselves to the re- 
form of abuses, and they believe that 
while interested in foreign conqust and 
settlement, they will neglect everything 
that demands time, energy and money 
for its improvement. They take, in fact, 
a pessimistic view of their own institu- 
tions and their own people. And then 
they hate going outside the Americas, 
They consider that Providence has 
given them the two Americas as their 
inheritance and their field of duty, and 
that they have no more connection with 
the islands in the far Pacific than with 
islands in Mars. They would give the 
Philippines to the Filipinos, and if the 
Filipinos gave themselves over to an- 
archy or were conquered by an Euro- 
pean state, they would not care one 
jot. They do not fear expansion as 


much as expansion beyond their line 
of sight, and would welcome an ex-— 


change, if that were possible, of the 
Philippines for the British West India: 
Islands with something like delight. 
They are not greatly hurt in their con- 
sciences about Porto Rico, because that 
is American; but they are greatly hurt 
about Luzon, because it belongs to the 
eastern hemisphere, and they know 
nothing about it. This feeling is gen- 
uine, strong and actively propagandist, 
but it will not, we believe, cause the 
government to retreat: The Americang 


are Anglo-Saxon, and do not like go-. 


ing back. They are soldiers by instinct, 
and hate to acknowledge the necessity 
of retreating before an enemy in arms,

Partly cloudy 


FOR FISH AND GAME. 


T. S. VAN DYKE LECTURES ON FOR- 
EST PRESERVATION. 


George W. White Speaks on “Na- 
tional AdmiMstration of Forest 
Affairs’? — California, Now Has 
More Than One-fifth of the En- 
tire Forest Reserve. 


The School of Forestry at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California was ad- 
dressed yesterday by. T. S. Van Dyke 


lation to the Fish and Game Inter- 
ests.” All kinds of game, especially 
wild fowl, are disappearing so rapidly 
from the hills and valleys of Southern 
California that this feature of the pres- 
ent agitation for the preservation of the 
forests will be of interest to all those 
who are interested in good sport. The 
speaker said in part: 

“The forest covering should be pre- 
served, not only because it affords pro- 
tection to game and supplies water to 
the trout streams, but also for the 
aesthetic beauty that forest-covered 
mountains possess. Every one should 
be interested in creating a public .senti- 
ment ‘that will preserve these beauti- 
ful forests and put a stop to the fool- 
ish, wicked ways in which they have 
heretofore been destroyed. The effect 
of the forest covering on the water | 
supply in the rivers is all important. 
The depredations of sheep and fire in 
our mountains have made _ terrible 
changes during my day, and if some- 
thing is not done to stop this criminal 
waste it is only a question of time until 
the mountains become a desert waste. 
All the section that has been devas- 
tated, except those streams that have 


been stamped out with sand, can be re- |: 


claimed and restored to their original 
beatty, within a few years, by proper 
care. All fhat is necessary is to cre- 
ate a strong public sentiment in favor 
of active measures. 

“There is no excuse whatever for the 
careless camper, and there is no reason 
why a camp fire should not be effectu- 
ally extinguished, as camps are always 
made where there is water. The law 
must compel people to exercise proper 
care and make them responsible for 
every fire that gets beyond control. 

“No one can enforce the present law, 
which provides as a requisite to a con- 
viction that. criminal negligence be 
proven. That. is impossible in most 
cases. The sheep herders, who burn 
the surface in order to insure @ grass 
crop for the following year, invariably 
aver that the fire was caused by their 
camp blaze accidentally getting beyond 
control, and the _ reverse is seldom 
proven. The law should be changed 
so that any one who makes or leaves 
any fire that gets ‘beyond control and 
does damage is responsible for it and 
punishable by a fine.” 

“National Administration of Forest 
Affairs” was the subject chosen by 
George W. White, president of the 
school, for his lecture. He spoke in 
part as follows: 

“The administration of /forest ;af- 
fairs will in all probability be under 
the direct control of the government, 
and it is well to understand the princi- 
ples that have been so far adopted. The 
forestry service has been .but recently 
organized. The first authorization of 
forest reserves by Congress was in 
1891, and up till 1897 the President had 
set aside 17,500,000 acrés. In 1896 the 
Secretary of the Interior requested the 
National Academy of Sciences to ap- 
point a committee to suggest additional 
reservations and plans for forest man- 
agement. The report of this commit- 
tee was made the basis of the act of 
Congress of June, 1897. By this act 
the President was authorized to make 
additional forest reserves to the extent 
of 21,379,840 acres, and the Secretary of 
the Interi was instructed to provide 
for the cadre of these reserves. The to- 
tal area of the reserves is now 40,719,474 
acres. Of this, 8,511,874 acres are Cali- 
fornia and 3,724,594 acres are in South- 
ern California proper. This gives to 
California more than one-fifth of the 
entire reserve. 

“The plan submitted by the commit- 
tee of. the Academy of Sciences recom- 
mended that one director and four in- 
spectors be appointed. The territory 
avas divided among the inspectors as 
follows: First, California and Nevada: 
Second, Oregon and Washington; third, 
Arizona, New: Mexico, Cc4orado and 
Utah; fourth, Wyoming, South Dakota, 
Montana and Idaho, The plan included 
twenty-six head foresters, each to have 
charge of a district of from a million 
to a million and a half of acres. Civil- 
service examinations were recom- 
mended for all candidates for forestry 
work and a schooling in a European 
school of forestry. The use of soldiers 
was not recommended, except for 
guard duty where there wes danger 
of trespass. 

“Owing to the inadequate appropria- 
tions, the plan has not been fully car- 
ried out. There are at present eleven 
forest districts, under as. many super- 
intendents, who have under them 
supervisors with a given area under 
their immediate supervision. Quite a 
force of rangers and patrolmen are also 
employed.” 

Harvey C. Stiles of Redlands, who 
was to speak, was detained by illness, 
and his paper, ‘Nursery Work in For- 
est Propagation,”’ will be given later.

The action was on appeal from the 
Township Court, where the plaintiff 
firm got judgment, and was notable 
only for the curious turn taken by the 


defense, The allegations set up by 
the plaintiff were that on April 30, 
1897. Mrs. Schooley made a_ contract 
With Bartlett Bros., by which she 
agreed that she would purchase a 
piano. and that she would pay $25 


cash upon delivery, and $10 each month 
$250 should be paid, with 10 
ber cent: interest. It Was averred 
that she had failed and refused to 
pay the amounts due for the last 
eight and a half months, and on Oc- 
tober 19. 1898, the plaintiffs had exer- 
cised their option under the contract, 
and declared it ended. The present 
suit for recovery of the piano, or the 
money balance alleged to be due 
upon it. was begun. 

T. Williams, Esq., representing 
the defense, put Mrs. Schooley upon 
the .stand to give her version of the 


transaction. She stated that her 
dealings had been with A. G. Bart- 


lett. the ex-school director; and that 
it had been understood that the piano 
was to be paid for in room rent, at 
her lodging-house, the Great Western, 
on Main street. The witness said that 
Mr. Bartlett would occupy a room 
from two to four times each week, and 
verv broadly intimated that he did 
not occupy it in loneliness. The 
piano, she said, had been delivered in 
March. and not until the end of April 
had she been asked to sign any con- 
tract. and then Mr. Bartlett had ex- 
Dlained that it was merely as a pre- 
cautionarv measure. Proceeding with 
her narrative, Mrs. Schooley stated 
that in October Miss Bepell, whom 
she supposed to be a young lady in 
Bartlett’s store, took the best room in 
the house at $16 per month, stating 
that Mr. Bartlett had sent her there. 
The visits of the latter to Miss 
Bepell were quite frequent, save for 
the short time that the school director 
was at Elsinore. Upon his return he 
continued to visit the house, even 
While his foot swathed in 
bandages. and he was ‘compelled to 
walk with the aid of crutches. Miss 
Bepell remained in the house until 
October, 1898, and then, so far as wit- 
ness knew, went home to visit her 
parents in Dakota. 

All of these payments for the room 
occupied by Miss Bepell, as well as 
the sums alleged to have been | in- 
curred bv Mr. Bartlett himself, Mrs. 
Schooley contended, should be applied 
on the price of the piano. But Bart- 
lett Bros. didn’t see it just that way, 
and in the month that the landlady 
averred Miss Bepell surrendered her 
room. Bartlett declared the contract 
ended. and demanded payment of the 
full amount. 

Whitney & McKeeby, representing 
the vDiano-dealing firm, contended that 
if things had been as stated by Mrs. 
Schoolev. and that Mr. Bartlett had 
freauented her house with her knowl- 
edge for immoral purposes, then the 
verbal understanding and_= contract 
which she set up in defense must put 
her out of court. as the law could not 
recognize any such immoral con- 
Judge Allen held that to be 
true. and thereupon the underpinning 
of Mrs. Schooley’s case began to give 
wav. 

But in the afiernoon Mrs. Schooley 
again went upon the witness stand and 
practically took back everything she 
had said in the morning.. She_ still con- 
tended that Mr. Bartlett had fre- 
auented her house, but as to anv im- 
moral goings-on, she knew nothing, 
and not knowing anything could not 
testifv to anything.

There is some danger from sewer gas, the 
doctor said, but not half so much as people 
think. Men who work in sewers are among 
the healthiest in the world. The real danger 
from sewers does not inhabit the air one 
breathes from them, but lies in the microbes 
that may escape from the sewage and get 
into our systems. It is the sewage itself that 
is perilous, not the odore arising from it. 
Only one microbe in 500 is dangerous. Every- 
body in this room, the doctor declared, is 
taking in at least two hundred microbes every 
minute, and the most of them are harmless. 
But if a typhoid fever microbe or diphtheria 
microbe should get into the air from a dried 
particle of sewage, which had become pul- 
verized so that the baccili might mingle with 
the dust, it would be a menace to us all. 
Most sewers are so arranged that the waste 
cannot become exposed and fried into flakes 
of dust. There is little to be feared in a 
home where the drainage pipes are properly 


_ trapped. Dr. Bridge explained the origin of 


that ‘“‘musty smell,’’ so often detected in a 
room without a set-bowl. The housewife de- 
Clares it is sewer gas, and she is greatly agi- 
tated about it. She puts her nose down into 
the bowl and smells all kinds of lurking dis- 
eases. In 999 cases out of 1000 the bowl is so 
trapped that there can be no escape of sewer 
air. The bowl has that musty smell because 
the blind channel on the outside of the bowl, 
to which those little escape-hoies lead for the 
prevention of an overflow, has become dirty. 
The water has backed up in this outside 
channel and left deposits of dirt. Flush the 
blind channe) with a disinfectant, and the 
odor will disappear. The lecturer said that 
permanganate of potassium is the best for 
this purpose. ‘‘The microbes are not danger- 
ous,’’ the doctor remarked, and he thought

John Brown, Sr., familiarly 
referred to as the pioneer of San Bernar- 
dino pioneers, died last evening at his home 
in this city, in the eighty-second year of his 
age.
